|T  may  plcafc  Year  good  LordiTiip  ;  I  cannot  be 
ignorant,  and  ought  to  beefenfibie  of  the  wrong 
which  I  fuftaine  in  common  fpeech,  as  if  1  had 
beene  falfe,  or  unthankftjll  to  that  Noble,  but  un- 
fortunate Earle  the  Earle  of -Ej/^-^e- .-  and  for  fat  "s-^ 
fying  the  vulgar  fort,  I  dee  not  fo  much  regard 
it ;  though  I  love  a  gcod  narne^  but  yet  as  an  handir.aid  and  atten- 
dant of  honefty  and  vertuc.  For  I  am  of  his  opinion  that  faid  plea- 
fantly>  That  it  wot  afhanu  to  him  that  ^as  afuter  to  the.  Mifti-e^ey 
to  m^ki  l9ve  to  the  waiting  ^oman ;  and  therefore  to  woo  or  C  ourt 
common  fame  otherwife  than  it  follc^veth  upon  honed  courfcs,  I 
for  my  part,  finde  not  my  leifc  fit  nor  difpofed.  But  on  ibc  other- 
fide,  there  is  no  worldly  thing  that  conccrneth  ray  k\ky  which  I 
hold  more  deare,  then  the  gcoi  opinion  of  certaine  pcrfons ; 
amongft  which  there  is  none  I  would  more  willingly  give  fatisfa- 
ftion  unto,  then  to  your  Lordfhip.  Firft^becaufe  you  loved  my 
Lord  of  Sjjfexy  and  therefore  will  not  bee  partiall  ^o wards  mec , 
which  is  part  of  that  I  defire,  next,  becaufe  it  hath  ever  plcaicd 
you  to  (hew  your  ftlfc  to  me  an  honourable  friend ;  and  fo  no  bafc- 
ncffc  in  m^e  to  fcekc  to  fatitie  you :  and  laftly,  becaufe  I  know  your 
Lordfliip  is  excellently  grounded  in  the  true  rules  and  habirs  of. 
dgties  and  moralities  j  vvHch  mi:ft  be  they  which  iliall  decide  this 
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Splatter  i  wherein  (my  Lord)  my  defence  ncdcth  to  be  but  fim- 
pic  and  briefer  namely,  that  whatfocver  I  did  concerning  that 
aaion  and  proceeding,  was  done  in  my  duty  and  fert ice  to  the 
Oiieene  and  the  State ;  in  which  I  would  not  (hew  iqy  fcUe  falfc 
hearted  nor  feint  hearted  for  any  mans  fake  living.  For  e\cry  ho 
neft  ffian,  that  hath  his  heart  well  planted,  will  forfake  his  King 
rather  than  forfakc  God,  and  forfake  his  friend  rather  than  forfakc 
his  King;  and  yet  will  forfake  any  earthly  commodity,  Jcaand 
his  ownc  life  in  fome  cafes,  rather  than  forfakc  his  friend.  I  hope 
the  world  bath  not  forgotten  thefc  degrees,  clfe  the  heathen  fay- 
ing .*  ^mcHs  ufqtieadar^y  fhall  judge  them.  And  if  any  man 
ibaii  fay,  that  I  did  officioufly  intrude  my  felfc  in  that  bu(incfle,bc- 
cauie  i  had  no  ordinary  place ;  the  like  may  be  faid  of  all  the  bufi- 
neffe  in  effeds  that  paffcd  the  hand  of  the  learned  counfcl,  either  of 
State  or  Revenues  thefemanyYeares  wherein  I  was  continually 
ufcd.  For  as  your  Lordlliip  may  remember,  the  Qucene  knew 
her  flrength  fo  well  as  fhe  looked  her  word  Ihould  be  a  warrant  5 
and  after  the  n.anner  of  the  choifeft  Princes  before  her,  did  not  al* 
wayes  tyc  her  truft  to  place,  but  did  fometime  devidc  private  fa- 
vour from  office.  Andlformypartjthoughl  wasnotfoCinfeene 
in  the  world,  but  I  knew  the  condition  was  fubje<fl  to  envic  and 
pcrill ;  yet  becaufe  I  knew  againe  (hee  was  conftant  in  her  favours, 
and  made  an  ^nd  where  flic  began,  and  Ipccially,  becaufc  fhe  up- 
held mce  with  extraordinary  acceffe,  and  ©ther  deraonftrations  of 
confidence  and  grace,  I  refolved  to  endure  it,  in  expectation  of. 
better.  But  my  fcopc and  defire  is,  that  Your  LordiLip  would  bee 
plcaft?d  to  have  the  Honourable  patience,  to  know  the  truth  in 
lome  i  articularity  of  all  that  paffcd  in  this  caufe,  wherein  I  had  any 
part,  that  you  may  perceive  how  honcfl  a  heart  I  ever  bare  to  my 
Soveraigne  and  to  my  Country,  and  to  that  Nobleman,  who  had 
io  well  defervedof  me,  andfo  well  accepted  of  my  dd'ervings- 
whofe  fortune  I  cannot  remember  without  much  griefe.  But  for 
any  adion  of  mine  towards  him,  there  is  nothing  that  pafTed  mc 
in  my  life  time,  that  comm^.h  to  my  remembrance  with  more 
ckarenefrcandkfechsckeot  Confcicncc  ;  for  it  will  appeareto 
your  Lord.iji^^  tnat  I  was  not  onely  not  oppofitc  to  my  Lord  of 
Mpx,  but  mat  I  did  occupy  the  utmoft  of  my  wit,  and  adventure 
my  fortune  wit  h  the  Quecne  to  have  reintegrated  his,  and  fo  con- 
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timsid  faithfully  ani  induftnoufly  till  hisliti  fatal!  impatience,(  for 
fo  I  will  call  it)  after  wliich  day  there  was  not  tiaie  to  workeVor 
him,  though  the  fame  my  aiTcdion  when  it  could  not  worke  uf  on 
the  fubjeft  proper,  went  to  the  next,  with  no  ill  cffcA  towards 
fome  othcrSy  who  I  thinkc  doc  rather  not  know  iu  then  not  ac- 
knpwledgc  it.  .  And  this  I  will  aflurc  ycur  LordOii p,  I  v/ill  leave 
nothing  untold  that  is  truth  forany  enemy  that  I  have  to  adde  ; 
and  on  the  other  fide,  I  mufl  referve  much  which  makes  for  mce, 
upon  many  rcfpccfls  of  duty,  which  I  eftecme  above  my  credit ; 
and  "what,  i  have  here  fct  do  wne  toyourLordlhi^Iprotdl,  as  I 
hope  to  have  any  part  in  Gois  favour,  is  true. 

It  is  well  knownc,  how  I  did  many  yeares  fince  dedicate  my 
travels  and  ftudies  to  the  ufeand  ("as  I  may  term  e  it  J  ferviceof 
my  Lord  of  JBIf^  which  I  protefl:  before  God,  I  did  not  making 
cle(flion  of  him  2S  the  likelieft  meanc  of  mine  owne  advancemcntj 
but  out  of  the  humor  of  a  man,  that  ever,  from  the  time  I  had  any 
ufe  of  rcafon  (whether  it  were  reading  upon  good  bookes,  or  u^  - 
en  the  example  of  a  good  father,  or  by  nature  j  I  loved  my  Couii- 
tric  more  than  was  anlWerable  to  my  fortune,  and  I  held  at  that 
tjme,my  Lord  to  be  the  fitter  inftrument  to  doc  good  to  the  State  : 
and  therefore  I  applied  my  felfe  to  him, in  a  manner  which  I  think 
happeneth  rarely  amongft  men:  for  I  did  not  onely  labour  care- 
fully and  indudrioufly  in  that  he  fet  me  about,  whether  it  were 
matter  of  advice  or  otherwifc,  but  neglecting  the  Queenes  fer- 
vice,  mmc  owne  fortune,  and  in  a  fort  my  vocation,  I  did  nothing 
but  advifc  and  ruminate  with  my  felfe  to  the  bed  of  my  undcrftan- 
ding,  propofitions  and  memorials^  of  any  thing  that  might  con- 
cerne  his  Lordfliips  honour,  fortune,  or  fervicc.  And  when  not 
long  after  I  entrcd  into  this  courfe,  my  brother  M after  2^«r«5»; 
Bacon  came  from  beyond  the  Seas,  being  a  G  entleman  whofc  abi- 
litic  the  world  takcth  knowledge  oi  for  matters  of  State,  fpecial- 
Jy  forreigne ;  I  did  likewife  knit  his  fervice  to  be  at  my  Lords  dif- 
pofing.  And  on  the  other  fide, I  muft  and  v/ill  ever  acknowledge 
my  Lords  love,truft,and  favour  towards  me,laLl  of  all  his  liberality, 
having  infeoffed  me  of  Lafid  which  I  fold  for  18.  hundred  pounds 
to  Mailer  Reynold  Nicholas,  and  I  think  was  more  worth,  and  that 
at  fuch  a  time  and  with  fo  kinde  and  noble  circumftances,  as  the 
jftanner  was  as  much  as  the  naatter  :  which  though  it  be  but  an 
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i<ilc  digreffion,  yet  bcaufc  I  am  not  willing  to  bee  ffiort  incom- 
memoration  of  his  benefits,  I  will  prefumc  to  trouble  your  Lord- 
fbip  with  the  relating  toyou  the  manner  of  it,  after  the  Quccnc 
had  denied  mee  the  Sollicitors  place  for  the  which  his  Lordfliip 
had  been  a  long  and  earneft  futor  on  my  bchalfe,  it  pleafcd  him  to 
come  to  mee  from  Richmond  to  Twicknam  Parke,  and  brake  with 
me  and  faid  U^&cr  Bacott,  the  Queene  hath  denied  mc  yon  place 
f  r  you,  and  hath  placed  another ;  I  know  you  arc  the  Icaft  part  of 
your  o wnc  matter,  but,  you  fare  ill  bccaufe  you  have  chofen  mc  for 
your  meane  and  dcpendance:  you  have  fpcnt  your  time  &  thoughts 
in  my  matters;  I  die  (thefc  were  bis  very  words^if  Idocnot 
iome  what  towards  your  fortune:  you  ftiall  not  deny  to  accept  a 
pcece  of  Land,  which  I  will  beftowiipon  you.  My  anfwer  I  re- 
member was,  that  for  my  fortune  it  was  no  great  matter :  but  that 
lis  Lordfhips  offer  made  me  call  to  minde  what  was  wont  to  bee 
(aid  when  Iwasin-f/'^^/^r^of  theDukeof  <7**/^,  that  hc-\tas  the 
grcatcH:  Viurer  in  Fra^tce  becaufe  he  had  turned  all  his  cftate  into 
Obligations;  meaning  that  he  had  left  himfelfc  nothing,  but  only 
had  bound  numbers  of  pcrfons  to  him.     Now  my  Lord  (faid  1\ 
I  would  not  have  you  immitatc  his  courfe,  nor  tumeyourftat* 
thus  by  great  gifts  into  obligations,  for  you  will  finde  many  bad 
dcbters.    He  bad  me  take  no  care  for  that,  and  preflcd  it :  where- 
upon I  faid  My  Lord,  I  fee  I  muft  be  your  homager,  and  hold  land 
ot  ymjr  g^^but  doc  you  know  the  manner  of  doing  homage  in 
Law?  always  it  is  with  a(avingof  hisfait/itothcKingandhis 
qtbflir^ords,  and  therefore  my  Lord  (faid  I)  I  can  bee  no  more 
your«ien  I  was,  and  it  may  be  with  the  ancient  favings:  and  if  I 
gro\^to  be  a  ricbman,  youwillgivemeleavctogivcitbackcto 
lome^f  your  urn  e  warded  followers.    But  to  retume,  furc  I  am 
(though  1  can  arrogate  nothing  to  my  felfe,  but  that  I  was  a  faith- 
full  remcir.brance  to  his  Lordfliip)  that  while  I  had  moft  credit 
with  him,his  fortune  wenton  bdt.  And  yet  in  two  maine points 
wee  alvvaycs  divcdly  and  contradiaorily  differed;  which  I  will 
mention  to  yojr  Lordlhip,  becaufe  it  giveth  light  to  all  that  fol- 
lovyed.  Theojewas,Ieverfct  thisdown,  that  the  only  courfe  to 
be  heiJ  with  the  Qucene,  was  by  obfequioufoeflcand  obfervance  • 
and  I  remember  I  would  ufually  gage  confidently,  that  if  he  would 
take  that  courle  conft^ntly,  and  with  chofic  of  good  particulars  to

cxprdTc  It,  the  Qacen  would  be  brtwght  in  time  to  JffuerM  que- 
{kion,to^ki:,fVh4tJhDuidhedonetotheman,thMt  the  King  ^euld 
h$noHr:  meaning,  that  her  goodneffe  was  without  limit,  where 
there  was  a  true  concurrence,  which  I  knew  in  her  nature  to  bee 
true.      My  Lord  on  the  other  fide  had  a  fetlcd  opinion,  that  the 
Qnecnc  could  be  brought  to  nothing,  but  by  a  kinde  of  necc/Titic 
and  authority;  and  I  will  remember,  when  by  violent  courfes  at 
any  time  he  had  got  his  will  he  would  aske  me  .•  Now  Sir,  yi^hofe 
frincipUs  h  true  f  and  I  would  againe  fay  to  him :  Mr  Lordthefr 
€CMrfes  h  like  to  hot  v4tcrs,  they  ^iil  help  at  affAng  :  but  if  lou  ufi 
tbimyoHMIfoile  the  jiomack,  &joh  [hd  befalneflilto  make  them 
firongerandftrongtr,  and  intheend  they  will  lejfe  their  operation: 
with  much  other  variety,  wherewith  I  ufed  to  touch  that  ftring. 
Another  point  was,  I  al way cs  vehemently  diflwaded  him  from 
fceking  grcatnes  by  a  military  depcndance,or  by  a  popular  depen- 
dance,  as  that  wc^  would  breed  in  the  Queen  jealoufic,  in  himfclfc 
prcfumption^and  in  the  State  perturbation  ?  And  I  did  ufually  com- 
pare them  to  leartu  two  wings  which  were  joyned  on  witi  waxe 
and  would  make  him  venture  to  foaretoo  high,  and  then  faile  him 
at  the  height.  And  I  would  funhcr  lay  unto  him:  My  Lord, ftand 
upon  two  feet,and  flie  not  upon  two  wings.  The  two  feet,ar€  the 
two  kinds  of  Juftice,  C^mntative  znADisiribmve :  ufeyour 
grcatneffe  for  advancmg  oF  merit  and  vertue,and  relieving  wrongs 
and  burdens,  you  (hall  need  no  other  aft  or  findMTe:  but  hcc 
would  tell  mec,  that  opinion  came  not  from  my  minde,  but  from 
my  robe,  But  it  is  very  true,  that  I,that  never  meant  toin-thrallmy 
fcife  to  my  Lord  ot  EJex,  nor  any  other  man,  more  than  ftood 
with  the  pubHkcgcod,  did  (though  I  could  little  prev^ile)  divert 
him  by  all  meanes  poilible  from  courfes  of  the  Warres  and  bopu» 
laritic:  for  I  j&w  phinely  the  Qucenc  muft  either  live  or  die  ^  if 
file  lived,  then  the  times  would  bee  as  in  the  declination  of  an  old 
Prince,  if  ihee  died,  the  times  would  bee  as  in  the  beginning  of  a 
new :  and  that  if  his  Lordiliip  did  rife  too  fafl  in  thefc  courfes,  the 
times  might  be  dangerous  for  him,  and  he  for  them:  Nay,  Ire- 
member  I  was  thus  plaine  with  him  upon  his  voyage  to  the  'lands, 
when  1  faw  every  fpring  put  forth  fuch  adlions  of  Charge  and  pre- 
vocation,  that  I  faid  to  him :  My  Lord,  when  I  came  fi-  ft  unto  you, 
I  tookc  you  for  a  Phy fitian  that  deftrcd  to  cure  the  difcafcs  of  the 
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Statt ;  but  ivpxv;  I  doubt  you  will  bee  like  thofc  Phyfitians,  "N^hich" 
can  bee  ccJntent  to  keepe  theit  patieiitslow,  beeaufe  they  would 
alvvayes  be  in  requeft :  which  plainefTc  he  nevcrtbdcfTe  took  very 
welljashehadanexcellentcarc,  and  was  j^me»tijfim>u  veri,  ^m^ 
afTurcd  mee  t^he  cafe  oF  the  Realms  required  it  :^  and!  thinketliis 
{ pcech  of  ininc,  and  the  like  renewed  aftehvards,  pricked  iiim  to 
write  that  Apologie  which  is  in  many  niens  hands.  • 

But  this  difference  in  two  points  io  ixiaine  and  materiall,brcdin  - 
proceffe  of  time  a  difcontjnuance  of  priN'atenes  (as  it  is  the  manner 
of  men.  feld.ome  to  communicate  where  they  thinke  their  courfcs^ 
not  approved)  bet weene  his  Lordlhipandmy.lelfe;   fo  as  I  was 
not  called  nor  advifed  with,  for  fome  ycereani  a  iwlfc  before  his 
Lbrdlliips  going  into  Ire/and  as  in  former  time :  yet  nevertheleflc 
touching  his  going  inio/r^/4«4  itpicafedhimexpreflj^andina 
let  manner  to  delire  mme  opinion  and  couniel'.    At  which  time 
I  did  not  oncly  diffwade,  but  protell  againft  his  going,  telling  him 
with  as  much  vehetnency  and  alTeveration  as  I  cowid,  that  abfence 
in  that  kind  would  cxulcerate  the  Q£eens  mind  whereby  it  would 
not  be  poITible  for  him  to  carry  himlelfe  ib,  as  to  give  her  fuffici-  - 
ent  contentment :  nor  for  her  to  carry  her  felfe  fo/  as  to  give  him 
foffici^nt  countenance,  which  would  be  ill  for  her,  ill  for  hin1,and 
ill  for  tlie  State.    And  bccaufe  I  wouldomit  no  argument,  I  re- 
member I  flood  alfo  upon  the  difficulty  of  the  acflion  :  fitting  bc^  v 
fore  him  out  of  Hillories,  ihat  the  lyifi  was  fuch  a  >  enertty  as  the 
ancient  Cja^lei  oi'Smsns,  or  (jermaines  were,  ani  that  wee  Taw 
how  the  Remans,  who  had  fuch  difciplineto  governe  th  :ir  Soul^i 
diers,  and  fuch  donatives  to  encourage  theqi,and  the  whole  world 
ifi  a  manner  t©  leavie  thecn  ;  yet  when  th ey. came  to  deale  with 
enemies  whicli  placed  their  felicity  only  in  liberty,  and  the  fharp- 
i:ie{re  of  their  f  svord,  and  had  the  natural!  and  elemenrali  advanta- 
ges of  wo^ds,  and  bogges,  and  hardnefie  of  bodicSj  thq'  ever  . 
found  they  Imd  their  hands  full  of  them :  and  therefore  concludei^ 
that  going  over  with  fuch  ex  edation  as  he  iM^  '■  andthrougb  ther. 
churlifKneffe  of  theentcrprife  not  like  to  anfwcrit,vyould  mighti- 
ly diminilli  his  reputation  j  and  ffiany  other  reafors  I  ufed.  fo  as  I 
am  fure  I  never  in  any  thing  '  n  my  life  time  dealt  with  him  in  like 
earneftnefle  byfjeech,  by  writiag,  and  t^  allthemeanes  Icouid.^ 
deyife.,. .  jFoj;  i  <£^as  pkundiy  jfcie  ii»5  ^vertia-^aw  chained  as  it  werc^ 


by  deftinic  tothat  journey,  as  it  is  po/fibk  fot  any  rain  to  gr ouhd 
a  judgement  upon  future  contingents.  But  my  Lor«f ,  fx) vvfocvcc 
his  c^re  was  open,  yet  his  heart  and  refolution  was  fliut  agai'nft 
that  advifej  whereby  hisruine  might  have  been  prevented.  After 
my  Lords  going  I  faw  how  true  a  Prophet  I  was,  in  regard  of  the 
fvid'cnt  alteration  which  naturally  fucccded  in  the  Queens  mind  ; 
and  thereupon  I  was  ftiil  in  watch  to  ftid  the  bcft  cccafion  that  ih 
the  weakeneffe  of  my  power  I  could  cither  take  or  minifter,  to 
pull  him  out  of  the  fire  if  it  had  beene  pofllble ;  and  not  long  af- 
ter, me  thought  I  faw  fbme  overture  thereof,  which  I  apprehen- 
ded readily ;  a  particularity  I  thinke  be  knowne  to  very  tew,  anA 
the  which  I  doe  the  rather  relate  to  your  Lordfhip,  becaufe  I  hearc 
it  fliould  be  talked,  that  while  my  Lord  was  in /fr/<«W,  I  revealed 
feme  matter  agsinft  him  or  I  canRot  tell  what,  which  if  it  were 
not  a  meere  (lander  as  the  reft  is,  but  had  any  though  never  fo  lit- 
tle colour,  was  furcly  upon  this  occafion.  The  Quecne  one  day  at 
Ndftifuch,  a  Uttle  (as  I  remember)  before  Cnfes  comming  over,  T 
attending  her,  (hewed  a  palTIonate  di(hte  ©f  my  Lords  proceed- 
ings in  Ireland,  as  if  they  were  unfortunate,  without  judgcinent, 
contemptuous,  apd  not  without  feme  private  end  of  his  own  and 
all  that  might  bee,  and  was  pleafed  as  (he  fpake  of  it  to  many  that 
fee  trufted  lead,  fo  to  fell  into  the  like  fpeech  with  mc ;  whereup- 
on I  who  was  ft  ill  awake,ancl  true  to  my  grounds  which  I  thought 
fureft  for  my  Lords  good,  faid  to  this  efed :  Madam,  I  know  not 
the  particulars  of  E(iate,  and  I  know  this,  that  Princes  anions 
mufi  have  no  abrupt  periods  or  conclufions,  but  other  wife  I  v;ould 
thinke,  that  if  you  had  my  Lord  of  Efex  here  with  a  white  ftafic 
in  his  hand,  as  my  Lord  of  Leidfler  had,  and  continued  him  ftiH 
about  you  for  fociety  to  your  fcUe,  and  for  an  honour  and  Orna- 
ment to  your  attendance  and  Court  in  the  eyes  of  your  peoplcjand 
in  the  eyes  of  forraigne  EmbafTadorSjtbcn  were  he  in  his  right  ele- 
ment :  tor,  to  difcontent  him  as  you  doe,  and  yet  to  put  armes  and 
power  into  bJs  haixis,  may  be  a  kmdcof  temptation  to  make  him 
prove  cumberfome  and  unruly. 

And  therefore  if  you  would  imponcre  hemm  clanffilam,  and 
fend  for  him,and  fatisfic  him  with  honour  here  ncarc  you,  if  your 
aftircs  which  (as  1  have  faidj  I  am  not  acquainted  with,wiB  per- 
mit it,I  think  wa:c  the  beft  way. 
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Which  courfc  yout  lordflaip  knowcth,  if  it  bad  b«en  taken,  then 
all  had  been  well,and  no  contempt  in  my  Lords  comming  over,nor 
continuance  of  theib  Jealoufies,  which  that  employment  oi  Ireland 
bred,  and  my  Lord  here  in  his  former  greatneffe.   Well,  the  nc^ 
newes  that  I  heard,  was,  that  my  Lord  was  come  over,  and  that  he 
was  committed  to  his  Chamber  for  leaving  Ireland  v^khouttht 
QiKenes  licence :  this  was  at  Nonefuch^  where  (as  my  duty  was  J 
I  came  to  his  Lord(hip,and  talked  with  him  privately  about  a  quar- 
ter of  any  heure,  and  hee  asked  mme  opinion  of  the  courfc  was  ta- 
ken with  him  5  I  told  him  :  My  Lord,  Nnbecftla  eli,  cito  tranft^ 
hit :  It  is  but  a  mift  :  but  (hall  I  tell  your  Lordlhip,  it  is  as  mifts 
are,  if  it  go.e  upward$,it  may  haps  caufc  a  (howre,  if  downwardj, 
it  will  cleare  up.  And  therefore  good  my  Lord  carrie  it  fo,  as  yo« 
take  away  by  all  meanes  all  ombrages  and  diftafts  from  the  Quecn^ 
and  efpecially  if  I  were  worthy  toadvife  you,CasI  have  bin  by  yoor 
felfe  thought,  and  now  your  qucliion  imports  the  continuance  of 
that  o^  inion )  obferve  three  points  :  Firft,  make  not  this  ceflation 
or  peace  which  is  concluded  with  Tjr$ney  as  a  fcrvice  wherein  you 
glorie,  but  as  a  (huffling  up  of  a  profecution  which  was  not  very 
fortunate.    Next,  reprcicnt  not  to  the  Queene  any  ncceifitie  of 
eftate,  whereby  as  by  a  coercion  or  wrench,  (he  (houidthinke  her 
felfe  inforced  to  fend  you  backe  into  /r*/W  but  leave  it  to  her. 
Thirdly,  feeke  accefle  imporMm,  offortune^  ferioufly,  fportingly 
every  way.  I  remember  my  Lord  was  willing  toheare  mee,but 
ipake  very  few  words,  and  (haked  his  head  fometimes,  as  it  hcc  ^ 
thought  I  was  in  the  wrong  ^  but  fure  I  am,  hee  did  jufl:  contrary 
in  every  one  of  thcfe  three  points.    After  this,  during  the  while 
[incc  my  Lord  was  committed  to  my  Lord  KeeperSj  I  came  divers 
tixes  to  the  Queene,  as  1  had  u(ed  to  doe,  about  caufes  of  her  re* 
venue  and  Law  bufineflc,  as  is  well  knowae  .•  by  reaion  of  which 
acceflcs,  according  to  the  ordinary  charities  of  Court,  it  was  gi- 
ven out,  that  I  was  one  of  them  that  inccnfed  the  Queene  againft 
my  Lord  of  Effex.   Thele  ipeeches  I  cannot  tell,  nor  I  will  not 
think  that  they  grew  any  way  from  her  Ma;efties  own  fpeeches, 
whofc  memory  I  will  ever  honour  .•  if  they  did,  Ihe  is  with  God, 
and  mfernm  eft  ah  illis  Udiy  df  quihni  nonfojfts  qnerK    But  I  muft 
give  this  teftimony  to  my  Lord  Cecill,  that  one  time  in  his  houle  at 
he  ^avoj  he  dealt  with  me  direftly^and  fiid  to  mc,  Coufin,!  hearc 
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itjbut  I  bclccvc  it  not,that  you  fhouH  cfo'fomc  ill  office  to  my  Lord 
of  Ep:^ :  for  my  part  I  am  meercly  pafTive  and  not  a(flivc  in  this 
a(!=lion,and  I  follow  the  Queen  and  that  hcavfly,and  1  lead  her  not ; 
my  Lord  of  Ejfex  is  one  that  innaturel  conldconfent  withas 
well  as  with  any  one  li\'ing  ;  the  ^eene  indeed  is  my  SoVeraigne, 
and  I  am  her  creature,  I  may  not  lee fc  her,  and  the  fatHc  courfe  I 
would  wifh  you  to  take  :  whereupon  I  fati^fiei  him  how  farre  I 
was  from  any  fuch  mii:d.  And  as  fome:imes  it  commeth  to  paffe, 
that  mens  inclinations  are  opened  more  in  a  toy,   then  in  a  ferious 
matter :  A  little  before  that  time,being  about  the  middle  of  Mich^ 
0im4jf€  Tcrmc,  Her  Majeftic  had  a  purpofe  to  dine  at  my  lodge  at 
TwickmtTfi  Parke,  at  which  time  I  had  (though  1  profefle  not  be  a 
Poet)  prepared  a  Sonnet  dirc<flly  tending  and  alluding  to  draw  on 
Her  Majefties  reconcilement  to  my  Lord,  tvhich  I  remember  alfo  I 
(hewed  t©  a  great  perfon,  and  one  of  my  Lords  nearcft  friends, 
who  commended  it :  this  though  it  be  (as  I  faidj  but  a  toy,  yee  it 
feewed  plainely  in.what  fpirit  I  proceeded,  ancfthat  I  was  ready 
net  onely  to  doc  my-  Lord  good  ofSces,  but  to  publilli  and  declare 
my  felfe  for  him ;  and  ne\'er  was  fo  ambitious  of  any  thing  in  my 
life  time,  as  I  was  to  have  carried  fome  token  or  fivour  from  her 
Ma/  eftie  to  my  Lord,  ufing  all  the  art  I  had,  both  to  procure  her 
Majeftie  to  fend,  andmy  feUetobcethemeifenger :  tor  as  to  the 
former,  I  feared  not  to  alleadge  to  her,  that  this  proceeding  to- 
ward my  Lord,  was  a  thing  towards  the  peo^^Ie  very  im^Iaufible, 
and  therefore  widied  her  Majeftie  howfoev  er  lliee  did,  yet  to  dif- 
charge  her  felfe  of  it ;  and  to  lay  it  upon  others,and  therefore  that 
file  lliould  intermixe  h^-r  proceeding  with  (bme  immediate  graces 
from  her  felfe,  that  the  world  might  take  knowledge  of  her  Prin- 
cely nature  and,  goodnefTe,  left  it  fbould  alienatethc  hearts  oF  h^t 
people  from  her.    Wbich  I  did  ftand  uporr,  knowing  very  well> 
that  if  (hee  once  relented  to  fend  or  vilite,  thofe  dcmonftrations 
would  prove  matter  of  fubftance  for  my  Lords  gond.  And  to  draw 
that  employment  u^on  my  felfe,  I  advifed  her  Ma ;  e(lie,that  whcn- 
focver  God  /hould  move  her  to  turne  the  light  of  her  favours  to- 
wards my  Lord,  to  make  fignification  to  him  thereof :  that  her 
Majeftie  if  (lie  did  it  not  in  penbn,would  at  the  leaft  ufefome  fuch 
meane  as  might  not  intitle  thcmfelvcs  to  any  part  of  the  thankes, 
as  perfons  that  were  thought  mightie  with  her, to  workc  her,  or 
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tobr  mg  her  about ;  but  to  ufe  fomc  fuch  as  could  not  be  thought  bu^ 
a  meere  condu6lof  her  owne  goodnefle:  but  I  could  never  pre- 
vaile  with  her,  though  I  am  perfvvaded  lliee  liw  plainely  whereac  I 
levelled :  buc  ihee  had  me  in  jealoufie,  that  I  was  noc  hers  intireljf  > 
but  ftiil  had  inward  and  deepe  reipe6ls  towards  my  Lord,raore  tlian 
ftobd  at  that  time,  with  her  will  and  plealure.  About  the  fame  time 
I  remember  an  anfwer  of  mint  in  a  matter  which  htd  fome  affini- 
tie  with  my  Lords  caufe,  which  though  it  grew  from  me,  went  af- 
ter about  in  others  names.    For  her  Majeftic  being mi^hcily  incen- 
lei  with  that  booke  which  was  dedicated  to  my  Lord  of  SfffX, 
being  a  ftory  of  the  firrt  yeare  of  King  Henry  the  fourth,  thinking 
it  a  icdicioMS  prelude  to  put  into  the  peoples  heads  boldnclTe  and  fa- 
6lion/aid,(lie  had  good  opinion,that  there  was  treafon  in  it,and  ask^ 
ed  me  if  I  could  noc  find  any  places  in  it  tlut  might  be  drawn  with- 
in cafe  of  treafon  ;  whereto  I  anfwered ;  for  treafon  (urely  I  founi 
noncjbut  for  fellony  very  many.  Aad  wlien  her  Majefty  haftily  ask- 
ed mejwhcrein;  I  told  her,  the  Author  had  committed  very  appa- 
rent theft,  tor  he  had  taken  moft  of  the  fentcnces  of  Comelim  74. 
est  Hi,  and-tranflated  them  into  Englidijand  put  them  into  his  text. 
And  another  time  when  the  Queenc  would  not  be  periwaded,tbac 
ic  was  his  writing  whole  name  was  to  if,  but  thatlt  had  fome  more 
mifchievous  Author^,  and  fasd  with  great  indignation,  thatfhee 
would  have  him  racked  to  produce  his  Author,  I  reply  ed,  Nay  Ma- 
dam, he  IS  a  Dowlor,  never  racke  his  perfon,  buc  racke  his  ftile  i  let 
him  have  pen  inke,  and  piper,  and  help  of  books,  and  be  enjoyned 
to  continue  the  flory  whtrein  it  breaketh  off,  and  I  will  undertake 
by  colie6ling  the  ftiles,to  judge  wliether  he  were  die  Author  or  no. 
But  for  the  maine  matter,  furc  I  am,  when  the  Queene  at  that  time 
aslced  mine  opinion  of  my  Lords  cafe,  I  ever  in  one  tenor,  faid  un- 
to her :  that  they  were  faults  which  the  Law  might  tearme  Con- 
tempts, becaufe  they  were  tlietranlgrefTion  of  her  particular  dirc- 
^ions  and  indruCtions :  but  tlien  what  defence  might  be  made  of 
them,  in  regard  of  the  great  intereft  the  perlon  had  in  her  Majefties 
favour,  in  regard  of  the  greatnefTc  of  lus  place,  and  the  acnpleneflc 
of  his  Commiflion;  in  rcgardof  the  nature  of  the  bufinelie  being 
aftion  of  War, which  in  common  cafes  cannot  be  tyed  to  ftridneile 
of  inflruftionsj  in  regard  of  ihe  diftance  of  the  place,  having  alfo  a 
Sea  bt  "'^n,thas  demands  and  cemmands.muft  be  fubjeSb  to  wind 
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and  weabhtr ;  in  regaf d  oF  a  couhfcil  of  Stacc  mIre/aMd  which  he 
l>ad  at  hii  oacke to  .^vow  his  a6iionsuport,  and  Mly  in  regard cf  a 

g^coJ  iDtentiO  i  rlia:  he  would  alleage  for  himfehc/vvhich  hold  her 
in  lome  rchgJOi.s  was  helJ  to  bee  a  fufficienc  difpenfarioa  for  Goris 
Coramandttntnts,  much  more  forPnncts.  In  ail  thde  regards,  -J 
b='fought  her  Majelt'ieto  be  advifeJ  again  6c  again,  how  lhciirop°hc 
the  can  e  )n  oanyiuioiikequeflion :  Nay,  Iw'en: further,  fori  tc Id 
her^  my  LorJ  was  a::  eioque.cand  well  ipoken  mHii^and  behdes  his 
eioqutr.ce  of  nature  or  arc,  he  had  in  eloquence  of  accident  vvhxh 
paOcd  ihem  both^  which  vvai  the  pictie  and  benevoltnce  of  hfs  hea- 
rcrs;and  theiefo:  e  that  wlien  he  iT^ou!  J  comcto  his  anfwer  for  h;m- 
lelfc,  I  doubted  his  words  would  have  lo  unequal!  paflageabovr 
thtirs  that  ihould  charge  him,  as  wo-jld  not  be  for  her  Majeilies  iio- 
nour;  and  therefore  wiiheu  :he  concluiion  might  bee,  chat  tluy 
miglit  wrap  it  up  privately  between  themleh't  S;and  that  (he  would 
rcftore  my  Lord  to  his  former  aKendance,    with  ibme  addition  of 
iK)n.our  to  take  away  difcont^nto  But  this  I  will  ntver  deny,  that  1 
did  fliew  no  approbation  generally  of  his  being  fentjbackeagaine 
into  freUKd^hoth  becaufe  it  would  have  carried  a  repugnancy  wi.h  - 
my  fornva-  difcourfe,  and  becaulc  I  was  in  mine  owne  heart  fully 
peifwaded,  that  it  was  not  good  neither  for  the  Queene,  nor  for  the  * 
State,  nor  fjrhimfehe  :  and  yet  I  did  not  diifwade  it  neither,  but 
\th  it  ever  as  hctps  Inbrictis,    For  this  pirt]cular^^le  1  doe  well  f  e- 
member^  that  at'cer  your  Lordllnip  was  named  for  the  pi  ceinZ/e- 
land,    and  not  long  before  your  going,    itpleafed  herMajdheai: 
white  Hall  to  Ipeake  to  me  of  that  nomination  :  at  which  time  I 
faid  to  her:  Surely  Madam,  if  youmeancnottoimploymy  Lord 
of  Ejfex  thither  againe,  your  Ma  jeltie  cannot  make  a  bct:er  cho:fe, 
and  was  going  on  to  ihew  fome  reafon  ;  and  her  Majeftie  interrup- 
ted me  with  great  pa(r>on  :  Ei[ex  !  (faid  Cut)  whenfoever  I  ft  rid  •• 
Efex  back  againe  mtn  JyeUnd,  I  will  mar^  ie  you,  claime  it  of  me : 
whereunto  I  faid ;  Well  Madam^  I  will  releafe  that  contra6l:  if  his 
going  be  for  the  gcod  of  your  State.  Immediately  after  the  Queent; 
bad  thought  of  a  courfe  (which  was  alfo  executed)  to  have  fome^i 
what  publifhcd  in  the  Starre-Chamber,  foi'thefatisfaitionof  the 
world  touching  my  Lord  of  E^ex  his  reftraint,  and  my  Lord  of  Sf- 
ff9cT.QX,  tt  be  called  to  it,  but  o  ccafion  to  be  taken  by  reifon  of  lome 
i^"BeIs  then  difperfed  J  which  when  he-rMajeftie  propounded  unto 
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mce,  I  was  utterly  againft  it  •    and  told  her  pUincly,that  the  peb« 
pic  would  lay,  that  my  Lord  was  wounded  upon  his  backe,  and  that 
Jufticc  had  her  ballance  taken  from  her,  which  ever  confifted  of  an 
accufation  and  defence,  with  many  other  quicke  and  lignificant 
tearmcs  to  that  purpofe :  in  (o  much  that  I  remember  I  faidjthac  my 
Lord  in  foro  farn^c  was  too  hard  for  her  ;  and  therefore  wilhed  her 
as  I  had  done  before,to  wrap  it  up  privately.  And  certainly  I  offen- 
ded her  at  tliat  time,which  was  rare  with  me :  For  I  call  to  mindc 
that  both  thtChrifimaJfe^'  Lettt»  and  Eajter  term  following,  though 
I  came  diverfe  times  to  her  upon  Law  burmefles,yet  me  thought  her 
face  and  manner  was  not  f  o  cleare  and  open  to  me,  as  it  was  at  the 
firrt.    And  (he  did  directly  charge  me,  tha:  I  was  abfent  that  day  at 
the  Star-chamber, which  was  very  true  but  I  alleadgcd  lome  indlC- 
pofitionofbody  toexcufe  it :  and  during  all  the  time  aforefaid,therc 
was  altum  ftUntiHm  from  her  tomec  touching  my  Lord  of  Effex 
caufes.     But  towards  the  end  of  Safier  tcarme,  her  Majcltie  brake 
with  me,  and  told  me  that  (he  had  found  my  words  truC)  for  that 
the  proceeding  in  the  Star- Chamber  had  done  no  good,  but  rather 
kindled  faftious  bruits  (as  (lie  tearmed  them^  then  quenched  them, 
and  therefore  that  (hee  was  determined  now  for  the  iatisfa^ion  of 
•  the  world,  to  proceed  againft  my  Lord  in  the  Star-Chamber  by  an 
information  ore  tenM,^nd  to  have  my  Lord  brought  to  his  anfwcr : 
howbeit  (he  laid  Qie  would  aflure  me  that  whatfoever  Ihedidjiliold 
be  towsLidsmy  Lord  ad  cafii^ationem,  ^  noHaddeftrnCliontm,  as 
indeed  flic  had  often  repeated  the  fame  phrale  before;  whcreunto 
I  faid  (to  the  end  utccrly  to  divert  her ;)  Madam  if  you  will  have 
me  to  fpeakc  to  you  as  Frier  'Bacons  head  Ipake,  that  faid  ^xi^^Time 
isy  and  then.  Time  »^,and,r/w/  vfould  never  i^*  for  certainly  (faid 
I)  it  is  now  far  to  late,  the  matter  is  cold  and  hath  taken  too  much 
wmde ;  whereat  (he  feemed  againe  oflFended  and  rofe  from  me,  and 
that  refolucion  for  a  while  continued  ;  and  after,  in  the  beginning 
of  Midfomer  tearme,  I  attending  her,  and  finding  her  fetled  in  that 
refolution  (which  I  heard  of  alio  ocherwife)  iliee  falling  upon  the 
like  fpecch,  it  is  true,  that  feeing  no  other  remedy,  I  faid  to  her 
(lightly,  Why  Madam,  if  you  will  ucedshave  a  proceeding,  you 
were  bcft  have  it  in  fome  fuels  fort  as  Ovid  fpake  of  bis  Miftris,  EJt 
aliqmdlHcepaSente  minus xo  make  a  couucel  cable  matter  of  it,and 
there  an  end  j  which  f  peech  i))e  |f  f  m'd  to  take  in  1 11  pai  t^but  yet  I 
"'  "■  ^       -  thinke 
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think  it  did  good  at  that  time;  and  hope  to  direit  that  coorfe  of  procee- 
ding by  inf  ormatioa  in  the  Star-Chamber.  Neverthelcfle,it  plcafed  her 
to  make  a  more  folemnc  marrcr  of  the  proceeding,  and  fome  few  dayes 
after  when  order  was  given  that  tbemitter  ihould  bee  heard  at  r^r)^ 
houic,  bctore  an  ailcmc  ly  ot  Counctilors,  Peeres,  ami  Judge.vnd  lome 
audience  ot  menot  quality  to  be  admitted  :  and  then  did  ibmepiinci- 
pall  Counrcllors  lend  tor  us  of  the  Learned  Coun fell,  arnJ  nonfieher 
Majeihes  plea£ii  c  unto  us^  lave  thai;  k  was  faid  to  mee  openly  by  one  of 
tliein,that  her  Majefty  was  noc  yet  reiblved  whether  Ihc  would  have  me 
forborne  into  bulincfTc  or  no.  And  hereupon  might  afife  that  other  fjni- 
fter  and  antrue  fpecch  that  I  heare  is  raifcd  oF  me,  how  I  was  a  futer  to 
be  uicd  againli  my  Lord  of  £Jfex  at  that  time :  tor  it  is  very  true,  that  I 
that  knew  well  wlut  hath  pafledbetweenethtQueene  and  mee,  and 
what  occafion  I  had  given  her  both  of  dilUil  and  dillrurt,  in  croiling  her 
difpohuon,  by  Ihnuiiig  llcdraftly  for  my  Lord  of  tjfex^  and  iufpeding 
it  alio  to  be  a  llratagem  arifing  from  fome  pai  ticubr  emulation,  I  write 
to  bcr  two  or  three  words  of  complement,  fignifying  to  her  Majeftie, 
$hat  if  (he  wouy  be  pleated  to  ipare  me  in  my  Lord  of  Ejfex  caufe,out  of 
theconfiicration  ftie  took  ot  my  ooligacion  rewards  him,  I  (hould  reck- 
on it  for  owne  of  her  highell  favours ;  bur  ocherwife  defiring  her  Maje- 
ftie  to  thinke  that  I  knew  the  degrees  of  duties^  and  that  no  particular 
•bligation  whatioever  to  any  fubjecl  could fupplant  or  weaken  that  en- 
tirentffe  of  duty  that  I  did  owe  and  beare  to  her  and  her  fervices  ;   and 
this  was  the  gcodly  fute  I  made,    being  a  refpe^l  no  roan  that  had  his 
wits  could  have  omitted  :  but  nevcrdielefle  I  had  a  further  reach  in  it, 
for  I  judged  that  dayes  worke  would  be  a  full  period  of  any  bittcrncfle  or 
harflineffe  becweene  the  Queene  ind  my  Lord,  and  therefore  if  I  decla.* 
red  my  lelfe  fully  recording  to  her  mind  at  tliat  time,  which  could  no: 
doe  my  Lord  any  manner  of  prejudice,!  (hould  keep  my  credit  with  hf  r 
cverafter,  wlicreby  to  do  my  Lord  fervice.     Hereupon  the  next  uewcs 
that  I  heard,  was,  that  wc  were  all  fent  for  againe,  and  thither  Ma  j'e- 
fties  pieature  vvas,wc  al  Ihould  have  parts  in  thebufinefle^ind  th«  Lords 
falling  into  diliribution  of  our  parts,ic  was  allotted  to  me.  that  i  flioukl 
fet  forth  fome  undutifull  carriage  of  my  Lordj    in  giving  occafion  and 
countenance  to  afeditious  Pamphec,  as  it  Was  tearmed,  which  was  dedi- 
cated UDco  Iwm,  which  was  the  booke  before  menuoned  of  King  Eenrj. 
the  fourth.     W  hereupon  1  replyed  to  that  allotment  i  and  faid  to  their 
Lordfhips^that  it  i^a>  an  old  matter,  and  had  no  manner  of  coherence 
with  the  reli  Mi  the  tiiargc,  being  matters  of  Ireland,and  therefore  that 
1  havingboeue  wronged  by  bruits  before,  this  would  expoie  me  to  them* 
'         ". ""    £1 morey 
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more ;  and  it  would  be  faid,  I  gave  in  evidence  mine  bwne  talcs.  It 
wasanfwere<l  againc  with  good  ftiew,  tbatbccaufeitwasconfidered 
how  I  ftood  tyed  to  my  Lord  oiEjex,  therefore  that  part  was  thought 
iitteft  for  me  which  did  him  Icaft  hurt -for  that,whercas  all  the  reft  was 
matter  of  charge  and  accufation,tbis  only  was  but  matter  of  caveat  and 
iidmonition.  Wherewith  though  I  was  in  mine  one  mind  little  fatis-* 
fied,  bccaufe  I  knew  well  a  man  were  better  to  bee  charged  with  fome 
faiilts,then  admonifticd  of  fome  others :  yet  the  conclufion  binding  up- 
on the  Quecncs  pleafure  diredly,  'vohns  neiensy  I  could  not  avoyd  that 
part  that  was  laid  upon  me  ;  which  part  if  in  the  delivery  I  did  handle 
not  tenderly  (though  no  man  before  me  did  m  fa  clcare  tearmsfrec  my 
Lord  from  alldifloyalty  as  I  did)  that  your  Lordthip  knowetb,  muft  be 
afcribed  to  the  fuperior  duty  J  did  owe  to  the  Quecnes  fame  and  ho- 
nour in  a  publikc  proceeding,  and  partly  to  the  intention  I  had  to  up- 
hold my  fclfe  in  credit  and  ftrength  with  the  Queene,  the  better  to  be 
able  to  doe  my  Lord  good  offices  afterwards :  for  as  fbone  as  this  day 
was  paft,  I  loft  no  time,  but  the  very  next  day  following  (as  I  remem- 
ber j  I  attended  her  Majefty,  fully  refolved  to  try  and  put  in  urc  my  ut- 
moft  indevour(fofar  as  in  my  weaknfs  could  give  furtherance  jto  bring 
my  Lord  againe  fpeedily  into  Court  and  into  tavour,and  knowing  (as  I 
fuppofed  at  leaft)how  the  Queen  was  to  be  ufed,T  thought  that  to  make 
her  x:onceive  that  the  matter  went  well  then,  was  the  way  to  make  her 
leave  oft  ther« ;  and  I  remember  well,I  faid  to  her,  you  have  now  Ma- 
dam obtained  vidory  over  two  things  which  the  grcateft  Princes  in 
the  world  cannot  at  their  wills  fubdue :  the  one  is  over  Tarr  c,the  other 
is  over  a  great  minde  .•  for  furely  the  world  is  now  (I  hope)  reafonably 
well  fatisfied ;  and  for  my  Lord,  he  did  fliew  that  humiliation  towards 
your  Majeftie,  as  I  am  perfwaded  he  was  never  in  his  life  time  more  fit 
tor  your  favour  then  he  is  now :  therefore  your  Majeftie  will  not  marrc 
it  by  lingring,  but  give  over  at  the  beft,  and  now  you  have  made  fo 
good  a  full  point  receive  him  again  with  tcndcrneffe,!  ftiall  then  think 
that  all  that  is  paft,is  for  the  beft.  Whereat  I  remember  flie  took  excee- 
ding great  contentment,  and  did  often  iterate  and  put  me  in  raiudjthat 
(he  hath  ever  faid,  that  her  proceedings  lliould  be  <wrr/><?r4rl^»rw,  and 
not  ad  ruimm,  as  who  faith,  that  now  was  the  time  I  fhould  well  per- 
ceive, that  that  faying  of  hers  Ihould  prove  tme.  And  further  ilicc  wil- 
led mee  ^ef  fct  downe  in  writing  ail  that  psftcd  that  day.  I  obeyed  her 
commandemcnt,  and  within  lome  few  dayes  brought  her  againe  the 
narration,  which  I  did  read  unto  her  at  two  icverall  after  noones  .*  and 
W  hen  I  came  to  that  part  that  fct  forth  my  Lords  o  wnc  anl wer  (which 
^.^ "  was 


was  my  principall  carc)I  do  well  bcarc  in  my  mind.that  ftiewascietra- 
ordinarily  moved  with  it,in  kindhcs  &  relenting  towards  my  Lord,and 
teld  xac  afterwards(fpcaking  how  wcl  I  had  exprcffcd  my  lordis  part) 
thats  he  perceived  old  love  would  not  eafily  be  forgotten;  whereto  I  an^ 
fwcred  luddcnly^hat  I  hoped  ftic  meant  that  by  her  fdfc.  But  in  con- 
clofion,!  did  adviic  her,  that  now  (he  had  taken  a  reprefentation  of  the 
matter  to  her  felfe,that  (he  would  let  it  go  no  further.-for  Madam  (Taid 
I)  the  fire  blazcth  well  already,  what  fhould  you  tumble  it :  and  bendes 
it  may  pleafe  you  to  keep  a  convenience  with  your  klfc  in  this  cafe :  for 
finccyou  cxpreffe  diredion  wasjthcre  (hould  be  no  Rcgifter  nor  Cleark 
to  take  thislentence,  nor  no  record  or  memoriall  made  up  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, why  fhould  you  now  do  that  popularly,  which  you  would  not 
admit  to  be  done  judicially  Wherupon  (he  did  agrce,that  that  writing 
(hold  be  fupprcfTed^and  I  think  there  were  not  5 .  perfons  that  ever  faw 
it.  But  from  this  time  forth  during  the  whole  latter  end  of  that  Sum- 
mer, while  the  court  Vi2SZtNonifsich  &  O  Handsel  made  it  my  taske  to 
take  &give  occafions  for  my  Lords  reintegration  in  his  tbrtune.- w  I' my 
Intention  did  alfo  figmiie  to  my  lord,as  ioone  as  ever  he  was  at  his  li- 
berty; wherby  I  might  without  pcrill  of  the  Queens  indignation  write 
to  him,  and  having  received  hromhis  Lord(hip  a  courteous  and  leving 
acceptation  of  my  good  will  and  indeavours,!  did  apply  it  in  all  my  ac- 
ccffcs  to  the  Queen  which  were  very  many  a  t  that  time,  and  purpofely 
fought  and  wrought  upon  other  variable  pretences,  but  only  and  chief- 
ly for  that  purpofe.  And  on  the  other  fide,  I  did  not  forbeare  to  give 
my  Lord  from  tinvc  to  time  faithfiilladvertifement  what  I  found,  and 
what  I  wifhcd.  And  I  drew  for  him  by  his  appointment  fome  letters 
to  her  Majefty.  which  though  I  knew  well  his  Lorfhips  gift  and  ftile 
was  farre  better  than  mine  ©wne,  yet  bccaufe  he  required  it  alleadging 
that  by  his  long  reftramt  he  was  grown  almoft  a  lln  nger  to  t/ie  Q:,icens 
prcfent  conceipts,  I  was  ready  to  performe  it :  and  lure  I  am  for  the 
fpaceof  fixe  weeks,or  two  moneths  it  profpered  io  welljas  I  expe(5led 
continually  bis  reftoring  to  his  a. tendance.  And  I  was  never  better 
welcom  to  the  Quecn,nor  more  made  or,then  when  I  fpake  fulieft  and 
boldcft  for  him ;  in  which  kind  the  particulars  were  exceeding  manj', 
wherof  for  an  example  I  will  remenJber  to  your  lordfhip  one  or  two  • 
as  at  one  time  I  call  to  mind,her  Maj  eftie  was  fpeaking  of  a  fellow  that 
undertooke  to  cure,  oratleaft,  to  eafe  my  brother  of  his  Goute,  and 
asked  me  how  it  went  forwards ;  and  I  told  her  Majcftic,  that  at  the 
firft  hee  received  good  by  it,  but  after  in  the  courf  e  of  his  cure  hes 
fouDd  himfelfc  at  a  flay  or  rather  worfe  :  the  Q  V  E  E  N  E  faid 
-'   ""    '  '  '  C2-    "^    "  againc. 
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igab  J  will  tell  you  "S^c^h  the  error  of  ic^the  maQner  bf  tdefe  P  hifitions 
andelpecuily  thefc  Empeiicks  is  t^ continu€  one kindc of  medicine, 
which  at  che  firil  is  propcr,beii^  (O  draw  out  the  ill  faumor^but  after  they 
Jure  iK>t  thedifcrelbn  to  change  their  medicine^buc  apply  rtiU  drawing 
jncdicines,  w^en  they  fhould  rather  intend  to  cure  and  corroborate  the 
part.Good  Lord  MadamCiaid  I)h6w  wifely  and  aptly  can  you  fpeak  and 
difccrne  of  Phyficke  minilked  to  the  bod\ ,  and  confidcr  not  that  there  is 
the  like  occafion  of  Phy  fick  miniftred  co  the  mind :  as  now  in  cafe  of  my 
Lord  of  Ejfex^  your  Princely  word  ever  was,  that  you  intended  ever  to 
reforme  his  mind,  and  not  ruine  his  fortune :  i  know  well  you  cannot 
but  think  that  you  have  drawne  the  humor  lufficiently,  and  therefore  it 
were  more  than  time,and  ic  were  but  for  doubt  of  mortifying  or  exulce- 
rating,  that  you  did  apply  and  minifter  ftrcngth  and  comforc  unto  him  ; 
for  thefe  fame  gradations  of  yours  are  fitter  to  corrupt  then  corr€6l  any 
mind  of  grcatnes.  And  an  other  time  I  remember  (he  told  me  for  news, 
tliat  my  Lord  had  written  untp  her  fome  very  dutifull  letters,  and 
that  (lie  had  bin  moved  by  ihem,andwhen  (he  took  it  to  be  but  a  prepara- 
tive to  a  fuite  for  the  renuing  of  his  farme  of  fwect  wines :  whereunto  I 
reply ed ;  0  Madam,  how  doth  your  Ma/eft ie  conifer  of  thefe  things,as 
if  thefc  two  could  not  ftand  well  together,  which  indeed  nature  hath 
planted  in  all  creaturt^.    For  there  are  but  two  fympathies,  the  one  to- 
wards pcrfcftion,the  other  towards  Prefervatiou,  That  to  perfe6lion,as 
the  irx>n  contendeth  to  the  Loadftone :  that  to  Prefervation,  as  the  vine 
will  creepc  \  owards  a  (Uke  or  prop  that  Iknd  s  by  it^  not  for  any  lo\x  to 
the  ftake,  but  to  uphold  it  felfe.  And  therefore  Madam,you  muil  diftin* 
gui(hmy  Lords  defire  to  do  you{ctvicc,is  as  to  his  perfcdion^that  which 
he  thinkcs  himlclfe  to  bee  borne  for :  whereas  his  defire  to  obtainc  this 
thing  of  you,  is  but  for  a  iuftentation.    And  not  to  trouble  your  Lord- 
ihip  with  many  other  particulars  like  unto  thefe,  ir  was  at  the  k\it  lame 
time  that  I  did  draw  with  my  Lords  privicie,  and  by  his  appointment, 
two  letters,  the  one  written  as  from  my  brother,  the  other  as  an  anfwer 
returned  from  my  Lord,  both  to  bee  by  mee  in  lecret  manner  (hewed  to 
the  Qaeenc»  which  it  pleafcd  my  Lorcl  very  itrangely  to  mention  at  the 
barre  :  the  fcope  of  wliich  we  c  but  to  reprefent  and  pi6iure  forth  unto 
her  Majefty  ray  Lords  mind  to  be  fuch,as  I  knew  her  Majc'^y  would  fai- 
nell  have  had  it,which  letters  whofeever  (hal  fee,  (for  they  cannot  now 
be  retraced  or  altered,  being  by  reaibn  of  my  brothcrs,or  his  Lord(hip$ 
iervants  delivery^  long  fince  comming  into  diverfe  hands  j  let  him  judg, 
Specially  if  he  knew  the  Qneene,and  do  remember  thofe  times,whethcr 
they  were  not  x\\t  labours  of  one  that  fought  to  bring  the  Quecne  about 
/or  my  Lord  of  Effex  his  ^oad.rThe  troth  is^that  the  iffue  of  all  his  de^- 
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liflg  grew  to  this,  that  t!^  Qapen  by  (omc  fbckneffc  of  my  Lords,  as  I 
imagine,  liked  him  woi  fe  ar)d  \\  orfc,  a-  id  grew  nore  incenfed  towards 
him.  Then,  (l^e  remembring  bt- like  t -le  cominaali,  and  ince(^?nt,  and 
confident  fpccches and  courics  tha^  I hau  bcid  ob  my  lords lide,  nccam 
utterly  alienated  from  me,  and  for  the  fpace  of  (at  ieaR  j  three  montii, 
which  was  betweene  O^'ichaelmajfe  ani  Nfw^jatesndcfoWomng, 
would  not  as  much  as  look  on  me,  bat  turned  away  from  mee  with  cx- 
preflc  andpurpofc-likedifcountenancewhcrefoevcrfhefawmc  :  and 
at  fuch  time  as  I  dcfired  to  (pcake  with  her  about  Law  bufinefle,  over 
fent  me  forth  very  flight  rcfuf?.  s,  infornuch  as  it  is  moft  true,  that  im- 
mediately after  Nerv-yearestidc  I  defired  to  fpeak  with  her ;  and  being 
admitted  to  her,  I  dealt  with  her  plaincly  and  faid  :  Madam  I  fee  you 
wittidraw  your  favour  from  mc,  and  now  I  have  loft  many  friends  for 
your  fake,  I  lliall  Icele  you  too :  you  have  put  me  like  one  of  thofc  that 
tb«  Frenchmen  call  EnfansfcrdM ,  that  ftrvc  on  foot  before  horfmcn, 
fo  hive  you  put  mec  into  matters  of  envie  without  place,  or  without 
ftrength ;  and  I  know  at  Cheffc  a  pawne  before  the  King,is  ever  much 
plaid  upon :  a  great  many  love  mc  not,becaure  they  thinkc  1  have  been 
againft  my  Lord  of  E^ex ;  and  you  love  mee  not,  becaufe  you  knaw  I 
have  been  for  him  :  yet  will  I  never  repent  me,  that  I  have  dealt  in  fitn- 
plicitie  of  heart  towards  you  both,  without  refpe<5l  of  cautions  to  my 
lelfe :  and  therefore  v'f^M  videnfcjHf  pereo.  If  I  doc breakc  my  ncckc,l 
(hall  doe  it  in  a  manner  as  Mr.  ^ernngton  did  it,  which  walked  on  the 
battlements  of  the  Church  many  dayes,  and  tooke  a  view  and  furvey 
where  he  fliould  fall :  and  fo  Madam  ffaid  I)  I  am  not  fimple,  but  that 
1  take  a  profped  of  mincovcrthrow,only  I  thought  I  would  tell  you  fo 
much,  that  yoii  may  know  that  it  was  faith,  and  not  folly  that  brought 
me  into  it,  and  fo  I  will  pray  for  you.    Vpon  which f  peechcs  of  mine 
uttered  withfomc  pafllon,  it  is  true  her  Majcftie  was  exceedingly  mo. 
vcd,  and  accumulated  a  number  of  kindeand  gratious  words  upon  me, 
and  willed  mec  ro  reft  upon  this,  Grana  mea  fnfficic,  and  a  number  of 
other  fenfible  and  tender  words  and  demonilrations,iuch  as  more  could 
not  be  ;  but  as  touching  my  Lord  of  Ejfex,  ne  verbtun  qui  dew.  Where- 
upon I  de;>arted,    refting  then  determined  to  meddl  no  more  in  the 
matter ;  that,  that  I  faw  would  overthrow  mee,  and  not  be  able  to  doe 
iiim  any  good.  And  thus  I  made  mine  own  peace  wi:h  mine  own  c  jn- 
fiidcncc  at  that  time  ;  and  this  was  the  laft  time  I  U\v  her  Majcfty,  be- 
fore the  8.  of  febrHHrjy  which  was  the  day  o "  my  Lord  of  Ef[cx  his 
misfortune,  after  which  time,  for  that  I  performed  at  the  barrc  in  my 
publike  fer\'ice,your  Lordfliip  knoweth  by  the  rules  of  duty,that  I  was 
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t©  doeitho^eftly,  and  without  any  prevarication :  but  for  any  ptitttng 
my  felie  into  it,I  proteft  before  God,I  never  moved  neither  the  ^ueen, 
nor  any  pctfon  living  concerning  my  bein^  uled  in  the  iervice ,  either  of 
evidence  or  examination  ;  but  it  was  raeerly  laid  upon  me  wicb  the  reft 
of  my  fellowes.  And  for  the  time  which  piffedl  mesne  between  the  ar- 
raignement  and  my  Lords  fufFering,   I  wili  remember  I  was  but  once 
with  the  Queen :  at  what  time  though  I  durft  not  deale  dire6tly  formy 
Lor  d  as  things  then,  ftood;  yet  generally  1  did  both  commend  her 
Majefties  mcrcic,  tcarmingit  to  her  as  an  excellent  balme  that  d:d  con« 
tinually  diftill  from  her  Soveraignehands^^and  made  an  excellent  odour 
in  the  fenfes  of  her  people :  and  not  only  lo,but  I  took  hardineffe  to  ex- 
tenuate,not  the  fa6l  5  for  that  I  durit  notjbut  the  danger,tGlling  her  that 
if  fome  bafe  or  crucil  minded  peifons  bai  entred  into fuch  an  a6lion,  it 
might  have  caulcd  much  bloud  and  combuftion  :  but  itappeared  well 
they  were  fuch  as  knew  not  how  to  play  the  malefactors,  and  fome  o* 
ther  words  which^  now  omit.  And  for  the  reft  of  the  carriage  of  my 
felfein  that  fervice,  I  have  many  honourable  wicnefics  that  can  tell,thac 
the  next  day  after  my  Lords  arraigrmenr,  by  my  diligence  an  J  informa- 
tion touching  the  quality  and  nature  of  the  offenders,  6.  of  p.  were 
ftayed,  which  other  wife  had  bin  attainted,!  bringingtheir  Lordlliips  let- 
ter for  their  ftay,  afterth^  Jury  was  fworn  to  pafie  upon  them ;  fo  ncare 
it  went :  and  how  carefull  1  was,  and  made  it  my  port,  that  whofoever 
was  in  trouble  about  that  matcer^aflbone  as  ever  his  c  fe  was  fufficiently 
knowne  and  defined  of,  might  not  continue  in  r  eftraint.but  bee  fet  at  li- 
berty :  and  ma^^.y  other  parts,  which  I  am  well  affur ed  ftood  with  the  du* 
ty  of  an  honeft  man.  But  indeed  I  will  not  deny  for  the  cafe  of  S.  Tho^ 
mas  Smith  o't  Lots^ok^zIk  Queenc  demanding  my  opinion  of  it,  I  told 
her,  I  thought  i:  was  as  hard  as  many  of  the  reft  :  but  what  was  the  rea- 
fon;becaule  at  tVat  time  I  had  feene  only  his  accuiatiouj  &  had  never  bin 
prefent  at  any  examination  of  his :  and  the  matter  lo  ftandingj  had  bin 
very  untrue  to  my  fervice,if  I  had  not  delivered  that  opinion.  But  after- 
wards upon  a  reexamination  of  lome  that  charged  him,  who  weakned 
their  own  ttftimony ;  and  efpecially  hearing  himfelfe  vivayoce^  I  went 
inftantly  to  the  Qneen  out  of  the  loundnsffe  of  my  confcience,and  not 
not  regarding  what  opinion  1  had  formerly  delivered,told  her  Majefty, 
I  was  fatified  and  relolved  in  my  confcience,  that  for  the  reputation  of 
the  a6tion,  the  plot  was  to  countenance  the  action  further  by  him  m  re- 
fptft  of  his  place,  then  they  had  indeed  aay  intereft  or  intelhgence  with 
him.  It  is  very  true  alfo,  about  that  time  her  UsLJtdy  taking  a  liking  of 
my  pen,  upon  that  which  I  had  done  before:  concerning  the  proceeding^ 
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at  Tcrke^oftpf^  and  likcwift  upon  fome  other  declarations>which  in  for- 
mer time  by  her  appointment  I  put  in  writing^  commaadcd  me  to  pennc 
tliat  book, which  was  pubhllied  for  the  better  (atisfaQ:ion  of  the  world  : 
which  I  did,but  fo,  as  never  Secretary  had  more  particular,  and  exprefle 
directions,  and  inftruCtions  in  every  point  how  to  ^uide  my  liand  in  it : 
and  not  only  io^  but  after  that  I  bad  madea  firft  draught  thereof  and  pro- 
pounded ic  to  certaine  principal!  Councellers,  by  her  Majefties  appomt- 
mentjit  wasperufed,  vvcighed,cenrured,altered,and  made  almoft  anew, 
writing  aaording  to  their  Lordihips  better  confideration,  wherein  their 
Lordlhips  and  my  felfc  both  were  as  religious  and  curious  of  truth,a«  dc- 
firous  of  iacisfa^ion ;  and  my  felFe  indeed  gave  only  words  and  form  of 
ftile  in  purfuing  their  dire(5iion. And  after  it  had  paffed  their  allowance, 
it  was  again  exa6lly  perufed  by  the  Queen  her  lelfc,  and  lome  alteratio- 
ons  made  again  by  her  appointmcnt:nay,and  after  it  was  let  to  print, th* 
Qj€en,who  as  your  Lordihip  kno  weth,as  ihe  was  excellent  in  great  nja- 
tcis/o  the  was  exquifitc  in  f  mall :  and  noted  that  I  could  not  forget  wy 
ancient  refpe6l  to  my  Lord  ot\£/<?4;,  in  terming  him  ever  Mv  ]^f^  of 
Efex.my  Lord  of  Eff'ex^m  almoll  every  page  of  the  bo^^^*  which  ihce 
thought  not  fit,  bat  would  have  it  made,  Sfex^  o^  «^€  late  Ear/eof  Efi 
/ex :  whereupon  of  force  it  was  printed  i^e  )*^o^zr\i  the  firft  copies  fup- 
preflcd  by  her  peremptory  commandeme^c.  And  this  my  good  Lord,to 
my  fortheft  remembrance,  is  all  rJ^^t  paffed  wherein  I  had  part,  which  I 
have  let  downe  as  neare  ^s  I  could  in  the  very  words  and  fpccches  that 
were  ufed,  not  becaufe  chcy  are  worthy  the  repetition,  I  meane  thofe  of 
mine  own;  but  to  the  end  your  Lord(hip  may  lively  and  plainly  difcerne 
between  the  face  of  truth,and  a  Imooth  tale.  And  the  rather  alio  becaufe 
in  things  that  pa  (Ted  a  good  while  fince,  the  very  words  and  phrafcs  did 
fometimes  bring  to  my  remembrance  the  matters,  wherein  I  report  me 
to  your  Honourable  judgments,  whether  you  do  not  fee  the  traces  of  an 
honeft  man :  and  had  I  bin  as  well  believed  either  by  the  Queene  or  by 
my  Lord,  as  I  was  well  heard  by  them  both,  my  Lord  had  bin  fortunate, 
and  fo  had  my  lelte  in  his  fortune. 

To  conclude  therefore,  I  humbly  pray  your  LordlViip  to  pardon  me  for 
troubling  you  wich  this  long  Narration,  and  that  you  will  vouchfafe  to 
hold  me  in  your  good  opinion,  till  you  know  I  have  dcfervcd,  or  finde 
that  I  (hall  defcrve  the  contrary  j  and  even  fo  I  continue.
